The Great Want. 



In a former article wo ondeavourotl 
to show that a public market-place, 
where producer and consumer could 
come togethor twice a woek or ho and 
thus disponso with middlemen'n ser- 
vices and middlemen's profits, would 
give our own producers a very deci- 
dod and substantial advantage over 
the foreign producer, who, unable to 
take liia stand at the market plaoe, 
must continue to pay middlemen. 
ThiB remedy for the too jusfc oom- 
plaints which we hear every day from 
tho fanners who depend on Victoria 
for a market, is suggested without 
the slightest desire to interfere with 
any class or injure any legitimate bus- 
iness. The term "middlemen" has 
been employed for convenience sake 
to designate a class as respectable and 
as honest as any other. But, as the 
matter presents itself to our mind and 
na we have endeavoured to present it 
to the reader, itseemsa necossity forc- 
ed upon us by tho peculiar circum- 
stances that the services of this class 
must be dispensed with as between 
tho producer and the consumer in this 
Bection of the country. At least no 
other equally practicable and effective 
mode of placing the most important 
of all classes — the producers — in the 
position we are bound to use every 
legitimate means to place them in oc- 
curs to us. If any better remedy ex- 
ists, we should be .glad to know in. 
Doubtless extremely plausible theories 
of "protection" and the like may be 
presented. But it iB results, not 
theories, the farmers want. Politicians 
may preach fine-sounding and finely- 
wrought theories till they are black in 
the face. But what practical good 
comes of it all? But here is a romody 
which clearly lies within oxir reach. 
And it is one which offers to the pro- 
ducer all the advantages of .protection 
without increasing either taxation or 
the price of living. It partakes of the 
nature of manly self-help, which of 
itself is good. It is just possible, how- 
ever, that the very simplicity of tho 
remedy proposed may ^militate against 
it in the estimation of some. As in 
the case of the prophet and tho high- 
toned leper, if some grand and elab- 
orate theory were paraded undor an 
attractive name it might take better. 
But a market-place! Why, that's 
nothing new. No. But still, there 
are the facts and tho figures. The re- 
sults aro certain; and, after all, that's 
the main point. Disputo that, if you 
can; and show unto us a bettor way 
It ha3 already boon intimated that the 
establishment of a publio market place 
should involve as little exponBe 
as possible upon the producer. It 
muBt be obvious that just in propro- 
tion to its expensivoness the remedy 
must fail, The converse of thiB pro- 
position is equally indisputable. The 
remedy should, theroforo, be made as 
phoap as possible, To the producer, 
the real sick man in the case, we should 
be disposed to make it absolutely free, 
for a while at least; or at the very most 
impose a merely nominal market rate. 
This brings us to the question, "Who 
shall pay tho piper?" for it isqloar that 
somebody must. Let the market place 
be provided and maintained by tho 
Municipality, as is tho case everywhere 
else. As consumers, tho people of Vic- 
toria have a very distinct and palpable 
interest in it. But have they not an- 
other kind of interest? Is it not to tho 
advantage of Victoria that tho produ- 
cing interests in tho adjacent country 
shall flourish and expand — that our 
own producers shall bo enabled to 
gradually but surely drive foreign pro- 
duce out of the market, and thoroby 
cause to be retained in tho country to 
build up its permanent interests and on 
rich its own pooplo tho enormous sums 
now annually flowing out of it? Most as- 
suredly Victoria in directly and largely 
interested in it. Sho has an interest far 
beyond what would justify her in pro- 
viding a free market place at which tho 
producer and consumer might meet for 
mutual advantage. Nor should thoro 
bo any more dilly dallying about it. 
Ths Bubject is far from new. For 
many years tho question of a public 
market place has been more or loss 
discussed. But it has mover passed 
beyond discussion. Tho time has 
surely come for action now; for tho dis- 
easo domandB immediato remedy. 
There are plonty vaoant lots. Do not 
wait till a site in evory respect such ns 
could be wished can be obtained, Let 
an immediate start be made in the 
most economical way; and bye and bye, 
when the community shall have grown 
larger and a publio market-placo Hhall 
hnvo ripened into tho indispensable wo 
can think about "doing the grand." 
Now, who will load off and carry out 
the suggestion? Whoovor does that 
successfully will be juBtly regarded as 
a publio benefactor.

Tilton's Folly and his Views 
of Beecher- 

[From tho North Western Christian Advocate] 

Eight years ago Theodore Tilton had 
the lhiaBt position and reputation, for 
a young man, in this country or age. 
He is an orator of first-class power, a 
poet of real merit, an editor or various 
talent. Ho is handsome, socially 
proud, and tho husband of a lovely.po- 
tite, modest, accomplished wife. Mrs. 
Tilton is highly and most honorably 
connected — her father, tho revered 
Judge N. B. Morse, of the Supreme 
Court, conservative on all moral end 
religious questions, and who was, we 
boliove, a brother to tho ominent Sid- 
ney E, Morse and Professor S. P. B 
Morse. Their children aro of a style 
of boauty at once spiritual, striking, 
and rare. Whoever in theso yearn had 
the pleasing fortune to accept the hos- 
pitality of this brilliant man and of his 
beautiful wife must have retained for- 
ever the delightful image of that homo. 
All that could conduce to make home 
lovely was there. Boputation, converse 
with noble minds such as famo draws 
around the hearthstone of its fortu- 
nate possessor; a charming companion 
whose very soul kindled each momont 
in pure worship of her admired hus- 
band; children whose smiles woro liko 
the radiance of angels' eyes when turn- 
ed towards the throne of Clod, and tho 
ruatlo of whose garments woro as 
graoeful as tho silont movement of for- 
est birds whon bathing in the holy 
Sabbath dawn — what more could 
Theodore Tilton have sought or wish- 
ed? 

Yet, in hiB pride and egotism he 
sought martyrdom. The martyrs only 
were truly great; he would link his 
name with some causes to-day odious, 
to-morrow glorified, and so after the 
cross wear tho orown — as did Garri- 
son. Wilberforco, Howard, and the 
rast. He advocated miscegenation, 
but nobody mobbed him. He boasted 
in every speech of having been mob- 
bed in anti-slavery days. Few remem- 
bered that mob. Now, if he could 
but render himself odious by attacking 
tho marriage relation, but striking a 
stalwart blow for the woman's free- 
dom, somebody, he Bincerely hoped, 
would persecute him and he would be 
immortal. This was his ambition, 
And now his martyrdom has come — all- 
he ever sought, and directly by the 
means he used, but of a character far 
more logical than he expeoted, the 
inexorable penalty due to false doc- 
trine, the eternal cross bears no crown 
save that of thorns. During those 
years the writer, on one occasion, by 
a chance question, turned the conver- 
sation upon Beecher, who was then 
among the daily visitors at Mr. Tilton's 
house. "Is Mr. Boeoher's inward life 
that which it soema to those who hoar 
him? I have been at a loss to conceive 
how one whoso conscience is so sensi- 
tive asMr. Beeoher'a Beems, should 
boast himaolf to be the happiest man 
living, Deep moral aonBitivensss more 
often makeB men sad?" 

Mr. Tilton answered, greatly to the 
writer's surprise: "Mr. Beeoher has a 
keen, intellectual discrimination on 
moral questions, but ho is personally 
an epicure, a voluptuary, though of tho 
most refined sort, who does nothing, 
not oven his preaohing and praying, 
from a sense of duty, but only for the 
pleasure it affords him. It happons to 
make him happier to proach than to 
raise horses; but if it made him hap. 
pier to follow any othor form of amuse- 
ment, he would pursue it. Doubtless 
when you heard him doolaro himself 
the happieBt man living, he felt so, but 
scores of timoB ho has como to this 
houBe as to a don of refuge, thrown 
himself down ou that sofa and groaned 
in misery. You would have thought 
him tho voriest wretch alive." 

"Indeed; what was the cause of his 
trouble?" 

"It is chiefly domestic I HiB wifo 
has no sympathy with his plans. Sho 
is a common-place, matter-of-fact wo- 
man, who ought to have wodded a mer- 
chant — not 'tho groat Boochor.' I 
have had my own difficulties with her, 
but those do not color my judgment. 
She has even followed me to the front 
door and ordered mo out of her house, 
while Beeoher stood at tho top of tho 
stairs, and said: "Theodore, what- 
ever Mrs. Boechor says to you, remem- 
ber that I am always your dovotod 
friond." 

"But I am surprised that you spoak 
to Boocher as a voluptuary. I had 
thought him too unselfish and labor- 
ious for that." 

"No; Beecher has no unsolfishnoDS. 
His tasteB are toathetio and cultivated 
and he is a busy man beoauso his cap- 
abilities for joyous activity aro various. 
He enjoys preaching, editing, art, 
society, amusement, labor of certain 
kinds, and so on. But hois a volup- 
tuary; he doos everything that ho en- 
joys, and only because no enjoys it. 
Greeley is a self-sacrificing man. If I 
want an article forthe "Independent," 
Groeley will sacrifice his own easo to 
write it; not because it is anything ho 
wants to say, but because I, ids friend, 
nood his help. Beecher never writes 
on that principle. Ho would pro- 
mise tho article, and if ho found noth- 
ing moro agrooablo to do, ho would 
write it; not otherwise" 

"But Boechor ia certainly industri- 
ous." 

No I Ho is lazy. Ho accomplishes 
a vast amount of what from many 
would roquiro work. But ho dooa it 
because in his caae it only requires tho 
tho vigorouc play of his vorsatilo 
powers. Ho prepares for his Bermon 
on Sunday morning and afternoon. It 
is not work to muse for an hour over 
what one shall say for tho next 
hour,"

A Cat that was Worth $700. 

All Chinadoni took a holiday yesterday 
to attend Judge O'Eeilly's levee at tho 
'Municipal Police Court, where they 
•watohed the proceedings with lynx-eyed 
interost. Tho cause of tho examination 
-waa a cat, and a dead cat, at that. A 
charge of cruelty to animals was preferr- 
ed by ono Chinaman against another. 
The prosecution was represented by Mr, 
Courtney; the prisoner by Mr. Bobert- 
■on, Q.C. Mr. Courtney stated that tho 
'out, when alive, was invaluable It had 
caught rats and mice beyond the power 
of man to count within a reasonable num- 
ber of years. Other Chinamen saw that 
cat and envied tho fortunato possessor. 
They offered him large sums of money 
for it; but ho refused to part with tho 
household treasure. In an evil hour the 
cat's ownar "fell out" with another China- 
man, and tho latter cast about him ior 
revenge. Presently ho thought of tho 
unfortunate cat, and ho went and bought 
a bit's worth of poison, and cuuningly 
concealed it in somo meat and dropped it 
just where tho cat was wont to roam. 
Soon tho cat came and gobbled up the 
I meat, and laid down immediately and 
died. And then the porfidious poisonor 
'hid and watched till the owner oame 
and reveled in his great grief and then 
ho wont to bed to sleep tho sleep of the 
just. But suspicion fell upon tho guilty 
man. The owner suddenly discovered 
that tho dead cat was worth §700, and 
went and lodged a complaint against tho 
prisoner, and ho was arrested for cruelty 
to animals; but the Magistrate held that 
jtho case was one for the County Court 
and dismissed the charge without costs. 
And ono-half of Chinadom cheered the 
iollower of Lucretia Borgia and the 
other half hooted hira. 



Baker and Ubavbn. — The Government 
organ says wo threaten to show up George 
Baker for accepting a position in the 
Lands and Works. Not at all; but we do 
^tend to "'show up" Mr. Boaven for mak- 
ing the appointment while the charges of 
corruption and duplicity which Baker 
preferred with respect to a certain contract 
were hanging over his (Beaven's) hend. 
It will bo in the recollection of the rend- 
er that Beaven, through the Standard, 
threatened to pursue Baker for libol, nud 
that Baker repeated his former chargos 
and added several new ones to tho cate- 
gory. After the appearance of tho last 
letter, Baker itliilsad of libol anit,r/ot a con- 
tract from Mr. lisiaven; and now he re- 
joices in a permanent situation at tho 
Lands and Works. Wo don't blame Ba- 
Jcer for taking the billet; but we do think 
that by appointing him Beaveu has ac- 
knowledged that Ilia charges aro true and 
•eoksuow to prevent further damaging and 
damning dinelosures. 

SnAMUi'ur..— The majority of tho Cas- 
■iar miners who retjirnod by tho Ottor 
would gladly stay in tho country if they 
could timl employment; but with the 
Railway works postponed, tho Dry Dock 
delayed, and evBry interest paralyzed in 
consequence, what can thoy find to do 
hero?

Drummond and Gowen statod 
it to be their belief that the objection of 
tho publio alluded to by the preceding 
speakors arose from their unwillingness 
to bo taxed for tho building of a Hall. 
Now they did not propoao to build a Hall 
but to buy tho site where ono could bo 
erected in tho future, tho payment for 
which Might be spread over some years, 
and as but comparatively littlo repairs 
would bo wanted for somo timo to como 
on the roads, funds would be available 
from tho City revouuo without any in- 
crease of taxation. 

Coun. Morton contended that this was 
merely a juggle and that tho Council had 
no right to appropriate tho money for tho 
purpose.

The British Society for tlio Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to animals was formed 
fifty years ago, and when it began its 
lionnign mission it was almost univer- 
sally laughed at. A joke or a sneer 
wus its most familiar greeting from 
the cultivated classes, vvliilo tlio lower 
regarded it witli almost savage anti- 
pathy, as interfering with their right 
to do what they would with their own. 
But, the Society had held on its way, 
and on the 22th ult. it held an "In- 
ternational Jubilee," which was at- 
tended by many distinguished per- 
sons, including soveral foreign am- 
bassadors, The Earl of Harrowhy

The king of dress is not himself iudif- 
ferent to the charms of the toilette 
His fingers blaze with rings — one a su- 
perb diamond solitaire, and another a 
largo square antique gem set in fine 
diamonds. Ho is also very fond of 
building, and spends much time and 
great sums of money in altering, ar- 
ranging and redecorating the splendid 
homo which he possessea in the envi- 
rons of Paris. He is a man of tiroloss 
activity; every department in his im- 
mense establishment is under his di- 
rect supervision, and it is almost im- 
possible to obtain fifteen minutes' un- 
interrupted conversation with him, so 
continual are the calls upon him; for, 
as he rather impatiently remarks, his 
work-women cannot so much as put a 
sleeve in a polonaiso without coming to 
ask him about it. He not only plans 
nud designs tho dresses, but supervis- 
es the work-rooms and attends to all 
the purchases of material besides be- 
ing constantly summoned to attend to 
tho wants of purchasers, who refuse to 
give their orders without having the 
benefit of M\ Worth's judgment 
while making their selections. Thoy 
are right, too, for ho understands won- 
derfully well tho shapos and colors best

A curious exhibition, says tho "Pall 
Mall Gazette," has lately been opened 
tho public, in tho lunatic asylum at 
Brunnfeld, near Vienna.

A Thieves' Colony- 

[From tlio N. Y. Times,] 

According to reports, tho authenti- 
city of which cannot well be doubted, a 
colon}'- of thieves and murderers has 
boon flourishing for a considerable time 
in British territory at the foot of the 
Rocky Mountains. It is supposed to 
consist at present of five hundred men 
and a number of women and children. 
Most of tho men havo been outlawed 
for crimes committed in tho United 
States. Ono of the chief products of 
tho colony is a sort of whiskey, which 
has proved exceedingly palatable to 
Indians. As a consequence, tho latter 
trade their choicest furs for it and sell 
their superfluous women into slavery 
in order to lengthen tho period of 
their orgies. Tho colonists, it is said, 
never fail to take advantages of oppor- 
tunities thus presented, not only to 
rob tho red men of their blankets and 
other portablo property, but also to 
deprive them of their scalps. Still the 
Indian's thirst for whiskey is so strong 
that ho continues to trade in the man- 
ner described. The exploits of the 
five hundred having at last been 
hoard of by the Canadian Government, 
a mounted police force of three hun- 
dred men has just been organized, and 
if everything goes right tho base of 
tho Rocky Mountains will bo tho scene 
of a battlo beforo the 4th of July. 

The five hundred thieves intrenched 
at tho foot of tho Rocky Mountains 
may bo expected not to surrender 
either themselves or their ill-gotten 
gains without desperate resistance. 

Some time ago, it appears, thoy 
made a raid into tho United States and 
earned back with them several pieces 
of artillery, which they have distribut- 
ed in forts ready for use. In addition 
to theso, they aro well supplied with 
Spencer rifles capable of discharging 
sevonteen shots in succession without 
reloading, so that, all things consider- 
ed, the three lrandred are likely to 
havo a pretty rough time trying to dis- 
lodge thom. The Indians, it is true, 
have had good reason to wish for the 
extermination of tho thieves, and poss- 
ibly they can be relied upon to actively 
co-operato with tho Police. In any 
event, five hundred or perhaps a thou- 
sand thieves, fighting for their lives, 
with the advantage of a mountain for 
a cover, aro foos that cannot easily bo 
vanquished. The presenco of such a 
formidable body of outlaws is, of 
courso, not calculated to encourage 
emigration to tho North-west, and the 
effort to disperse them which is now in 
a fair way to bo made, could not very 
well be postponed. It is to be hoped, 
should the thieves endeavor, in their 
extremity, to return to this country, 
that they will not bo permitted to pass 
far insido the boundary line nnoaptur- 
ed.
